HEALTH PASSPORTS USED, 


Those Desiring to Depart From 
Metropolis Get Official 
Certificates. 


NEW YORK, July 15.—A marked 
drop in temperature failed today” ma- 
terially to reduce the fatalities and de- 
velopment of the epidemic of infantile 
paralysis. During the 24 hours ending 
at 10 o’clock this morning there were 
27 deaths and 144 new cases of the 
disease reported in the five boroughs 
of New York City. 

To control the epidemjc which has 
been felt in all parts of the country, the 
Rockefeller Foundation today donated 
$50,000 to those in charge of the fight 
against the disease. Mayor Mitchel has 
been named a member of the committee 
through which the fund will be dis- 
bursed. 

Since the epidemic started on June 6, 
19 days ago, 1853 cases have been report- 
ed and there have been 369 deaths. 

Difficulties which persons traveling by 
train and automobile are having in get- 
ting out of the city have caused many 
applications to be made to Health Com- 
missioner Emerson for health certifi- 
cates, which*‘it is expected will act as 
passports. The United States public 
health service advised all persons ac- 
companied by children under 16, who 
contemplate a journey which calis for 
transit through New York City, to pro- 
vide themselves with certificates stating 
their place of\ departure. 

The health service warns that if this 
is not done inconvenience and delay 
may result, as many towns in absence 
of proof, are making no distinction be- 
tween children living in New York and 
persons who have merely passed 
through the city. 

The tribulations of persons who tried 
to take children out of the city are 
many. Whether they go by train or in 
automobiles, they are stopped and have 
to undergo a rigid questioning. Some 
had to turn back. 

Four Attempts to Quit City Fall. 

One man who lives in West EFighty- 
ninth street appealed to the Board of 
Health after he had made four attempts 
to get out of the city... He had. planned 
to take his 8-year-old boy on An auto- 
mobile trip to the Pacific Coast. They 
left the city over the Forty-second 
street ferry and were turned back at 
Weehawken. They tried other ferries 
and were stopped at Edgewood and En.- 
glewood. 

He then obtained a health certificase 
for the boy, he said, but when he at- 
tempted to go through New Roche!le 


he was stopped. In desperation he 
called up the Automobile Club of 
America. It was -suggested °that he 
might get a Federal c.rtificate that 


would get him through the lines. He 
went to the custom house, where h- 
said he was advised that the Federal 
Government had made no provision for 
issuing such certificates. 

Health Commissioner Emerson refused 
to be quoted yesterday when asked to 
express an opinion of the activities of 
country health officers, but he inti- 
mated that he considered some of them 
were influenced more by panic than thev 
were by reason.

When Attorney Joslyn for the State 
finished his argument, Judge Donnelly 
began reading his instructions to the 
jury. Excerpts from them follow: 

“The jury should not go beyond the 
evidence to hunt up doubts -nor must 
they entertain such doubts as are 
chimerical or conjectural. 

‘The Court instructs the jury that al- 
though the jury should be _ satisfied 
from the evidence beyond a reasonable 
doubt that the deceased Marion Lambert 
died from a cyanide of. potassium pol- 
soning, still if the jury further finds from 
the evidence that she had the same Op- 
portunity for taking the poison herself, 
without the aid of the defendant, that 
tre defendant had to give it to her and 
if it is possible from any reasonable 
manner to explain all the facts and cir: 
cumstances proved on the trial consist- 
ently with the hypothesis that she did 
take the poison herself for the purpose 
of killing herself, then this is sufficient 
to raise a reasonable doubt and that the 
jury should render a verdict of not 
guilty. ; 

Proof Must Be Clear. 

‘Nothing short of proof so clear and 
convincing as to exclude every reason- 
able hypothesis. of his innocence will 
justify a conviction and withomt such 
proof the jury must find the defendant 
not guilty. 

“A mere probability is not sufficient 
to warrant a conviction. To warrant a 
conviction the defendant must be proven 
guilty so clearly that there is no reason- 
able theory that he can be innocent 
when all the evidence has been consid- 
ered. 

‘‘When the evidence fails to show any 
motive to commit the crime ,charged to 
the accused this is a circumstance in 
favor of his innocence. 

“Unless you find beyond all reasonable 
doubt in considering the evidence that 
the defendant had cyanide of potassium 
in his possession just prior to the death 
of Marion Lambert, then you should 
find the defendant not guilty. 

“When the guilt of a defendant can be 
established, if at all, only by a proof of 
series of facts necessarily dependent 
upon each other, so that a reasonable 
doubt as to anyone of the facts would 
prevent a moral certainty of the de- 
fendant’s crime, in such case it is in- 
cumbent on the prosecution to prove be- 
yond a reasonable doubt each and every 
one of such facts, and where the proof 
fails as to these facts, so that a reason- 
able doubt intervenes, then the entire 
chain of evidence gives way and the law 
does not regard the charge proved be- 
yond a reasonable doubt. 

Flight Not Evidence of Guilt. 

“Flight, though a circumstance to be 
weighed against the defendant, is not 
of a conclusive character and it may 
not be evidence of guilt if it appears 
that there was any other motive for 
flight other than a sense of guilt. 

“If there are two theortes, one for 
guilty and one for innocence, then adopt 
the innocent theory and acquit.”

First Object Is to Learn if Man-|/ 
Eaters Are in Great 


Numbers. 
WASHINGTON, July 15.—The Coast 
Guard Service took up today active di- 


rection of efforts to rid the North At- 
lantic coast of sharks which have 


cleared many beaches of bathers. The 
life-saving service will render aid. 
The plan of the Coast Guard is to 


ascertain first whether the sharks are 
few in number or comprise large 
schools. If they are not numerous a 
cutter will be used to fish for them, 
but the presence of numbers will neces- 
sitate extentive operations. 

President Wilson and his Cabinet yes-

waters, but admitting the inability to 
advance a certainly effective means of 


preventing further attacks. The state- 
ment asserted, however, that there was 
no reason for panic among _seaside 
bathers. 

Representative Bacharacht of 
Jersey introduced a resolution 
propriate $5000 to aid 
Fisheries and state authorities 
campaign against sharks.

WOMAN 1S KILLED 
MYSTERIOUSLY, HER 
HUSBAND FIRED ON 


Fatal Attack Is Made at the 
Home of Prosecutor of Bu- 
chanan County, Mo. 


FIRST IS LURED AWAY 


Finds Wife Unconscious on 
Floor With Head Crushed. 


ST. JOSEPH, Mo., July 15.—Mrs. Oscar 
McDaniel, wife of the Prosecuting At- 
torney of Buchanan County, whose skull 
was crushed at her home about mid- 
night last night, died at Ensworth Hos- 
pital here this morning without having 
regained conscioysness. The entire po- 
lice and Sheriff's forces are engaged in 
the search for the murderer. 

An assassin fired five shots at her 
husband, who er gaged in a pistol duel 
with the man. Neither was hit and the 
man escaped. 

} The attack was evidently carefully 
planned, und it is believed the assas- 
sin intended to kill both the prosecutor 
and his wife. The police connect the 
tragedy with an anonyinous threatening 
letter received ty McDaniel about a 
Week ago. 

McDaniel was called downtown by 
telephone about 11:30 p. m. The voice 
at the telephone said his brother was 
drinking in a saloon and that he had 
better come and take him hom. Mc- 
Daniel went in his automobile to the 
saloon designated, and found the call 
.was a fake. He hurried back home, and 
as he stepped from.his car in front of 
the house a man apened fire on him 
from behind a tree. 

After his assailant fled the prosecutor 
hurried into the house and upstairs to 
his wife's room, where he found her 
senseless on the floor, her head terribly 
crushed. She had. been beaten appar- 
enly with a club. 

The police were ordered to pick up, 
every suspicious character. Bloodhounds 
are being used in an effort to track 
the slayer. 

The police theory is that the crime 
was committed by some man whom 
McDaniels had prosecuted and sus- 
picion rests upon a man who was ac- 
quitted of house robbery several 
months ago on the grounds of insan- 
ity and committed to the State Hos- 
pital here. He escaped several weeks 
ago and since then has sent several 
threatening letters to the prosecutor. 

Mrs. McDaniels’ diamond ring was 
taken from her finger and other ar- 
ticles of value are missing from the 
house. She was 35 years old and a 
daughter of Judge Luke H. Moss, a 
pioneer St. Joseph attorney. Three 
children survive her. 

The police have taken into custody 
five men, who dre held pending investi- 
gation of the murder of Mrs.: McDaniel. 
A majority of them were quartered at a 
rooming house to which bloodhounds led 
the detectives.

mous as an exponent of theories for 
the prolongation of human life. He 
was most popularly known as the 
great advocate of -the “sour milk 
cure” for old age, believing that the 
principal agent in senile decay wWas 
the continuous auto-intoxication of 
the body through the putrefaction of 
matter in the large intestine and that 
the bacteria which cause such putre- 
faction could be effectively combat- 
ted by preparations of milk soured 
Ly cultures of selected lactic acid ba- 
cilli. Later Prof. Metchnikoff went 
so far as to declare that the large in- 
testine was as useless in the human 
body as is the appendix, and prophe- 
sied that the day would come when 
it would be a commonplace operation 
to remove it. 

He was the discoverer in 1912 of a 
new microbe, which he called the 
“glycobacteria” in the intestines of a 
dog and in a paper before the French 
Academy of Sciences he announced 
his belief that the inoculation of the 
large intestine in human beings with 
this germ would go still further than 
the sour milk treatment toward the 
prevention of senile decreptitude. The 
“glycobacterla” it was explained, 
were @ugar bacilli of which the large 
intestine stood in need because the 
,Sugar that was ordinarily taken into 
‘the body had already been digested 
‘and absorbed by the blood before it 
had reached the lareg intestinal tract.

CORRESPONDENT AT SCENE| 


Eye-Witness Tells of Desperate Struggle Along 
Four- Mile Front, in Which British Pushed 
Back of German Second Line Defenses. 


Correspondence of the Associated Press. 

BRITISH FRONT IN FRANCS, July 
14 (Friday).—At the end of a long day's 
unbroken struggle, the indications are 
that the British are holding their gains 
of this morning, when along a front 
of about four miles they attacked the 
German second line, capturing several 
important positions. 

The infantry,, which went into action 
shortly before dawn, anticipated a most 
determined resistance and expected to 
pay high toll in casualties. Their expe- 
riences during many nights of trench 
raids had served as excellent prepara- 
tion for their daring moonlight assault. 
where co-ordination was necessary for 
success. 

An unexpectedly smali number of 
wounded came into the clearing stations 
during the morning hours of yesterday. 
Many were borne by German prisoners, 
who acted as litter bearers. These pris- 
oners said that no attack had been ex- 
pected and that the assault before day- 
light came as a,complete surprise. 

The British rushed the shambles in 
the Trones Wood, where the Germans 
previously had regained part possession, 
Through the tangle and over fallen tree 
trunks they swept in the face of persist- 
ent sniping and machine gun fire under 
conditions where it was considered 
amazing that they could discern friend 
from foe. : 


Wounded Men Still Shoot, 

The Germans, building barricades and 
digging for shelter among roots, re- 
fused to yield, confident that coming 
counter attacks would effect rescue 
Among them were wounded, who, un- 
able to stand still, could fire their ri- 
fles. 

The British advance was made on a 
frontal sweep up siopes into the Ger- 
man second line and the villages of 
Bazentine le Petit, Bazentine le Gran. 
and Longueval. It appears that there 
is only one point in the German 
trenches where the machine guns have 
not been put out of commission and 
demolished completely. For a space of 
200 yards the British swept past a sec 
tion of trench where the Germans, re- 
fusing to yield, held out desperately for 
some time in a fashion characteristic 
of the fighting on the Somme. 

Some of the prisoners taken yeste;- 
day belonged to a battalion from dif- 
ferent divisions rushed to the scene 
since July 1. They seemed.to lack the 
usual efficient organization. 

Where the British found the going 
good they carried their attack beyon§s 
the second line, taking guns and more 
prisoners and seeking to gain higher 
points on the ridge. Against these ad- 
vances the Germans began to develop 
stronger, resistance. .... 

The fighting ha&S won for the Britisn 
a depth of three or four miles of ter- 
rain since July 1. This*means also com- 
manding British positions which obvi- 
ously conform the ground line in the 
Thiepval sector into a big salient. 

Even the phlegmatic Generals ‘and 
staff officers are showing elation over 
the results, although careful to state 
that the great task against a powerful 
foe is only barely started. 

Way for Troops Cut by Shella. 

As a spectacle to an eyewitness, this 
action of the second big stage of the 
battle of the Somme surpassed that of 
July 1. Taking needed ground for or- 
ganizing new trenches and throwing 
out small parties, who dug themselves 
in, the army has been gradually gain- 
ing a position from Ovillers, Le Boisselle 
and Montauban, a distance of four miles, 
from which to deliver a blow, and until 
many points were within 200 yards of 
the German second line.

“Tomorrow morning at 3,” came the 
lacpnic word Thursday evening, “pre- 
ceeded by the usual intensive prelimi- 
nary bombardment, only a little hotter,” 

The ground gained by the British on 
July 1 and in subsequent operations 
gave the Associated Press observer & 
viewpoint from which the whole line of 
attack could be seen. The faint moon- 
lisht enabled the gunners dimly to see 
their work, the infantry and the contour 
of the ground. ‘This is a real dayliaht- 
saving show,” said one of the gunners. 


Batteries Shoot at High Speed. 

Seemingly, as the observer pushed 
close to the German line, there was the 
greatest concentration of guhs of all 
calibers probably ever, made in a given 
area. From behind the ‘German trenches, 
rained July 1, darted the dagger flashes 
through a blanket of night. Battery 
after battery was shooting at high speed 
from the bottom of the hillside to the 
top. The scene of artillery cower was 
rn» less indescribable than the thrilling 
suggestion of the waiting infantry bat- 
talion lines which were séen going into 
position before the battle. At the mo- 
ment the assault started it seemed there 
was no interval in the thunders as the 
xuns moved forward their curtain of 
shell bursts in front of the first wave of 
mfantry, advancing across the zone be- 
tween their trenches and the German 
lines. 


In the direction of Longueval a big 
fire was seen: It was the village or a 
storehouse burning as the bright spot 
was growing to a steady point in the 
field of gun flashes. Then, soaring 
heavenward, went a rocket signal light 
which gained the positions gained in the 
attack. Commanders in the rear an- 
swered with other signals, while what 
had been the German strongholds ha!f 
an hour or an hour before were burning 
red patches, spread with the sparks of 
Roman candles. This method of com- 
munication is a difficult part of the 
business of directing an army under 
cover of darkness. 

Aeroplancsa Speed to German Lines. 

At the first flush of dawn the firet 
British aeroplane came humming from 
its aerodrome toward the German lines, 
and thé sausage-shaped observation bai- 
loons arose together into the air in a 
vague scene of oblong and grotesque 
monitors. Out of the blanket where the 
guns were flashing arose the white 
slashes of the maze of old German 
trenches, the ribbons. were roads and 
finally, the dark masses became Mameiz 
and other now-famous woods, and the 
gaunt finger points and trunks of trees, 
which had shaded the highways but now 
were denuded of limbs by the shell fire. 

While the smoke barages from the 
British lines were carried by favorable 
winds, and the shells made other points 
of the liné indistinct, the ridge of 
Lengueval, where the British burrowed 
forward against commandirg positions 
and a stubborn, cunning and brave foe, 
was seen distinctly to be in their pos- 
session. More lines of troops were mov- 
ing through the German curtains of 
shell fire to the support of those who 
had gained the hotly desired summit, 
and now were looking down hill, where | 
the German guns are hidden. With 
the Bapaumeé ridge in the distance. Be- 
hind them all was the organization 
which had plotted the action of the 
army, and back of those were battal- 
ions awaiting their orders.

A partial eclipse of the moon last 
night afforded a fine spectacle for 
many St. Louis watchers. Though 
lunar eclipses are not rare it will be 
18 years and 11 days before St. Louis 
will see another exactly like last 
night’s, as that is the period it takes 
-the moon to regain any given position 
with relation to the earth and the 
sun. 

An eclipse of the moon is caused 
when the sun and the earth are in 
such a position that the shadow of 
the earth is cast on the moon. In 
last night’s eclipse the earth’s shadow 
obscured four-fifths of the moon’s 
surface. 

The Rev. Father Martin S. Brennan, 
noted St. Louis astronomer, described 
last night’s eclipse as the most beau- 
tiful he ever saw. Ab ¢dloudless sky 

and a clear atmospheré made the ce- 
lestial show an unqualified success. 

Shadow Started at 9:19. 

The earths’ shadow began to en- 
croach on the upper eastern sector of 
the moon’s disc exactly at 9:15 p. m. 
as had been forecast by astrono- 
mers. Father Brennan said the ad- 
vance calculations were correct to the 
second. The moon was at its full and 
was in the southeastern sky when the 
obscuration began. 

Slowly the shadow crept from east 
to west on the moon’s surface. This 
was a puzle to many observers, as 
the moon rises in the east and moves 
to the west. The eclipse presented 
the illusion of the moon moving east- 
ward into the shadow. 

The apparent reversal of motion 
was explained by Father Brennan. 
Though the moon was moving to the 
westward and the earth's shadow 
was traveling in the same direction, 


the shadow moved faster than the 
moon and hence overtook it and 
passed it. 


Usually there are at least two eclipses 
of the moon in a year. The last one, 
also visible from St. Louis, was on 
Jan. 20. 

Father Brennan says next year will be 
a banner year for lunar eclipses. There 
will be three and all will be total, which 
means that the entire surface of the 
moon will be covered by the earth’s 
shadow. 

At 10:46 last night the moon’s surface 
was four-fifths covered. After that the 
shadow moved off to the westward, 
leaving the moon’s surface at 12:12 a. m 
When the eclipse was at its climax the 
lower portion of the moon appeared as a 
disc, giving the illusion of a new moon 
in the eastern sky. 

Will Be Total Eclipse. 

In next year’s eclipses on Jan. 7, 
July 4 and Dec. 27 the entire surface of 
the moon will be covered by the earth’s 
shadow. The July 4 eclipse will not be 
visible in the United States. 

A peculiarity of last night's eclipse 
which puzzled many watchers was that 
no portion of the moon was ever in- 
visible. The part under the shadow 
could still be dimly seen. 

Father Brennan explained this as be- 
ing due to the refraction of the sun’s 
rays by the earth’s atmosphere. Al- 
though the earth itself was throwing 
a shadow on the moon, the atmosphere 
surrounding the earth was deflecting 
light from the sun and throwing it on 
the moon. This lack of, teamwork by 
the earth and its atmosphere prevent- 


ed the moon from being entirely ob- 
scured.

President Wilson Not Dissatis- 
fied with Direction Negotia- 
tions Are Taking. 


CARRANZA LIKES IDEA 


Informal Conference Being Held 
Between Arredondo and Act- 
ing Secretary Polk. 


WASHINGTON, July 15.—Solution of 
difficulties between the United States 
and Mexico appears today to trend more 
and more toward settlement through an 
international joint commission.  Infor- 
mal conferences between acting Secre- 
tary of State Polk and Eliseo Arredondo, 
Mexican Ambassador-designate, it is in- 
dicated, are developing questions for 
probable submission to such a body. 

Gen. Carranza is said to approve the 
commission plan of settling differences 
as provided in the treaty of 188, and 
State Department officials are believed 
to be willing to let negotiations take 
this course, though preferring that ad- 
justment be made through the present 
conferences. President Wilson, it is un- 
derstood, is not dissatisfied with the 
direction negotiations are taking. 

Mr. Arredondo has issued a statement 
warning the public against sensational 
stories published throughout this coun- 
try by those who desire intervention. 

“T beg to warn the American people,” 
he said, ‘“‘against the falsity of reports 
published within the past few days, con- 
stituting an actual propaganda system 
of persons interested in causing a con- 
flict between the two countries, espe- 
cially at this time that they see the 
favorable course of diplomatic negotia- 
tions between the two Governments pro- 
ceeding toward a satisfactory settle- 
ment. Out of spite they invent reports 
of all kinds for the purpose of mislead- 
ing and alarming the population and 
bringing new complications. 

“For example, the absurd report of 
the defection of Gen. Jacihtto Trevino, 
chief commander gf the forces in Chi- 
huahua, whose loyalty has never been 
doubted, as he is a personal and inti- 
mate friend of Mr. Carranza, who had 
followed him and supported him from 
the first.’’ 


CARRANZA GLAD 
TO HAVE PEACE 


If War Was Necessary, He 
Adds, However, He Would 


Enter Into It. 


MEXICO CITY, Juty 15.—Gen. Car- 
ranza in an interview yesterday said 
that the status of the negotiations witn 
Washington was very satisfactory as the 
result of the good will shown to each 
other by Mexico and the United States. 

“Thanks to this feeling of good wil!,”’ 
the first chief continued, ‘‘we will be 
able to avoid war. That is something I 
do not desire, but if there were no other 
remedy for the situation I would enter 
upon it.”’ 

Gen. Carranza, however, refused to 
discuss the situation as it relates to 
the possible action of President Wilson 
or of the Latin-American nations which 
offered to mediate in the trouble be- 
tween the United States and Mexico. 

Within a short time, the first chief 
said, there would be incorporated in 
the constitution of Mexico all the re- 
forms which now find a place in the 
program of the Constitutionalists. In 
a large measure, he declared, some of 
these reforms already are in operation 
and there remains only their incorpora- 
tion into the fundamental laws of the 
country. 

As to the holiing of a presidential 
e‘ection, Gen. Carranza said that it 
would take place as soon as the work of 
reconstructing the Constitution had 
been completed and when the country 
was completely at peace. 

The de facto Government, the first 
chief said, will pass a law of amnesty 
s» that all Mexicans who have left the 
country can return if they desire. 

Such a law, however, he said, would 
net be promulgated as long as the Gov- 
ernment was not on a firm basis, for 
the reason that among some of the 


Mexicans now living abroad there are 
those who Would return to Mexico to 
conduct agitations and disturb la>vor 
conditions. 

“As for myself, personally, I do not 
care,” Gen. Carranza declared, “but I 
do care of course for the Government 
and the country. The work of bringing 
about the political reconstruction of 
Mexico is most difficult and must be 
corried forward under peaceful condi- 
tions. 

“Let these Mexicans who are dis- 
turbers stay where they are until such 
t:me as the country has a Constitution 
and a Government. Then they can re- 
turn and work.”’

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to Render Blockade Illegal 
May Even Destroy Its Value 


By STERLING FE. EDMUNDS, 
Lecturer of International Law, 
Louis University Law School. 

If German merchants actually estab- 
lish a line of undersea merchant ships 
between German ports and those of the 
United States, as is forecast by the ex- 
ploit of the Deutschland, it will be- 
come a serious question. whether the 
United States and other neutrals will 
not be compelled to denounce the Brit- 
ish blockade as illegal and insis: upon 
a discontinuance of further interfer- 
ence with commerce upon that ground. 

It must be borne in mind that the 
legality of a tlockade depeads upen its 
effectiveness. This proposi:.on has been 
universally accepted since its promulga- 
tion as article 4 of the Decluration of 
Paris of 1856. 

As to what constitues effectiveness, 
authorities on international law agree 
that the blockaded area must be so 
patroled as to ple vessels attempting to 
break the blockade in great danger of 
catpure. 

Citations From Authorities. ~ 
Prof. Oppenheim of the University of 
Cambrige, declares, for example: 

“It is impossible to state exactly 
what degree of danger to a vessel at- 
tempting to pass is necessary to prove 
an effective blockade. It is recognized 
that a blockade does not cease to be 
eifective in case now and then a ves- 
sel succeeds in passing the line un- 
hindered, provided there is su much 
danger as to make her capture prob- 
able.” 

Dr. Lushington, the famous English 
authority, in the case of the Franciska, 
declared: 

“The maintenance of a blockade must 
always be a question of dezree— of the 
degree of danger attending ships go- 
ing into or leaving port. Nothing is 
further from my intention nor indeed 
more opposed to my notions than any 
relaxation of the rule at a blockade 
mvst be sufficiently maintained, but it 
is perfectly obvious that no force could 
bar the entrance to absolute certainty 
that vessels may get im and get’ out 
during the night or fogs or violent 
winds or occasional absence; that it 
is most difficult to judge from numbers 
alone; hence I believe that in every 
case the inquiry has been whether the 
force was competent and present, and, 
if so, the performa.1ce of the duty was 
presumed; and I think I may safely as- 
sert that in no case was a blockade held 
to be void when the blockading force 
was on the spot or near thereto, on 
the ground of vessels entering into or 
escaping from the port where such in- 
gress or egress did not take place with 
the consent of the blockading squad- 
ron,””

When Blockade Ceases. 
Prof. Oppenheim cites this dicta 
Dr. Lushington, saying: 

“A blockade is effective so long as 
the danger lasts which makes probable 
the capture of such vessels as attempt 
to pass the approach. A blockade, 
therefore, ceases, ipso facto, by the ab- 
sence of such danger, whether the 


of 


blockading men-of-war are driven away 
a are sent away for the fulfillment of 
some task which has nothing to do with 
the blockade, or voluntarily withdraw, 
or allow the passage of vessels in other 
cases than those which are exception- 
ally admissible.” 

Judge Atherley-Jones, in his compre- 
hensive work entitled “Commerce in 
War,’ declares that: 

“There is undoubtedly among Euro- 
pean jurists a prevalent view that to 
entitle a belligerent to enforce the pen- 
alties of violating a blockade against 
neutrals, the blockade must be of se 
strict a character as to render access to 
the blockaded: area impossible, or at 
least of such a character to expose ves- 
sels attempting .to pass, to the effective 
fire of guns placed in position. Ortolan, 
in the case of the blockade of a harbor, 
insists that all its approaches should be 
so guarded by permanent naval forces 
that no ship seeking access should be 
able to do so without the blockading 
force seeing and béing able to turn her 
back.”’ 

The proposition cannot be questioned 
that when danger of capture ceases to 
attend the navigation of the so-called 
blockade waters, the blockade by that 
fact ceases to be binding upon, nue- 
trals. 

The voyage of the Deutschland dem- 
onstrates the ease and comparative safe- 
ty with which undersea merchantmen 
may operate to and from a blockaded 
area, and it is not unreasonable to say 
that the danger attending these oper- 
ations lacks that degree which is nec- 
essary to the continuance of an ef- 
fective blockade. 


Single Voyage Insufficient. 

The fact that but a single voyage has 
been made so far does not in itself 
challenge the effectiveness of the block- 
ade, but repeated voyages of the kind 
by a-line of vessels of the Deutschland 
type would undoubtedly destroy not only 
the British blockade, but the practical 
value of the principle of blockade Itself 
in naval warfare. 

If 2 German undersea merchantmen 
are actually placed in service in ac- 
cordance with the announcement of the 
owners of the Deutschland, their con- 
tinued success will leave no alternative 
to the United States but to demand of 
Great Britain that American above-wa- 
ter merchantmen be allowed to carry on 
commerce with thé érstwhile blockaded 
coasts of Germany. 

It is interesting to recall that Great 
Britain herself as a neutral has refused 
to recognize blockades which did not 
actually shut off commerce. For ex- 
ample, in 1884, when France attempted 
to blockade Formosa, Great Britain re- 
fused to recognize it, owing to the 
small number of warships employed, 
and France was compelled to abandon it 
unth ‘reinforcements arrived. Likewise, 
in 1888, Great Britain refused to recog- 
nize a blockade of the Haytien Govern- 
ment established against insurgents and 
notified that Government that its mer- 
chant ships must not be molested.

SIGHT OF FATHER, 
SLAYER OF MOTHER 


Lilian Rock Collapses at In- 
quest When She Sees Parent 
Handcuffed. 


Miss Lillian Rock, 
3002 Shenandoah avenue, fainted in the 
Coroner’s inquest room this morning 


when she went there to testify as a wit- 
ness to the killing of her mother, Mrs. 
Minnie Rock, by her father, Charles 
Rock, a planing mill proprietor, in front 
of their home Thursday night. She had 
just entered the room and had glanced 
at her father, who was handcuffed. 

Miss Rock wsa revived, but was not 
put on the witness stand. No other 
members of the family were at the in- 
quest. | 

A verdict of homicide was returned, 
after which Assistant Circuit Attorney 
Bishop said he would issue an informa- 
tion charging Rock with first degree 
murder. Several neighbors testified as 
to the shooting. Their testimony agreed 
with accounts already published. 

Rock, in a written statement to the 
police last night, said that the di- 
rect cause of the shooting was “a 
vow’' which he had made that he would 
never again submit to arrest on com- 
Plaint of his wife. Three years ago, 
he said, she caused his arrest on a 
peace disturbance charge, and this so 
humiliated him that he resolved that if 
she ever attempted to have him arrested 
again he would go to any length in re- 
sisting her effort. He said that after 
killing his wife he fired three shots in 
an attempt to kill himself. 

Had Many Quarrels, 
The quarrel which led up to the shoot- 
ing was one of many which had oc- 
curred in their 23 years of married life, 
he said. It started when he arrived 
home at 7:30 p. m. and hung his coat 
on a chair. Something in the pocket 
struck the arm of the chair, making a 
noise, he said, and Mrs. Rock’s curios- 
ity was aroused and she demanded that 
he show her what was in the pocket. 
He refused and this started the quarrel. 

Taking the coat he ran from the house 
and his wife followed him two blocks 
to Compton avenue, where she snatched 
the coat from h He followed her 
back to the house and found himself 
locked out. After driving around the 
block twice in his automobile he put it 
in the garage. In the course of the 
quarrel his wife had threatened to have 
him arrested. 

Rock said he recalled the humiliation 
of the arrest three years ago, when they 
lived at 2809 Gravois avenue, and also 
recalled the ‘‘vow’’ which he had made 
at that time. 

Resolved to resist arrest, he said, he 
went downtown on a street car and 
bought a revolver at a secondhand 
store. When he returned home the 
house was still locked and his wife was 
sitting at the front window. He called 
to her and asked her to give him hag 
private papers. She threw the drawer 
containing the papers onto the front 
porch, scattering the papers. 

Sat on the Porch. 

Rock, according-to his statement, sat 
down on the porch and a few minutes 
later a policeman arrived and asked 
what the trouble was. Mrs. Rock, still 
| sitting at the window, told the police- 
man she wanted Rock arrested. 

Rock demanded that his wife also 
be taken to the station, as he wished 
to charge her with peace disturbance.

Cause they refused to pay full fare 
across the bridge, and continued in dis- 


turbances in saloons, throwing of bricks || 


through windows and rowdyism on the 
streets until 8:30 o’clock this morning, 
when the last of the three sections of 
the troep train pulled out of the relay 
station. 

The traffic blockade occurred just 
as cars were taking crowds out of the 
downtown district shortly after , 6 
o'clock. Seven soldiers boarded a car 
and wanted to ride for six fares. The 
conductor said that each would have 
to pay or get off the car. The sol- 
diers replied that if one was put off 
all would have to be put off. They 
took a position on the tracks and re- 
fused to move. A call was sent for 
East St. Louis police and finally an 
officer from the regiment arrived and 
marched the men off to. their train. 

During the night reports of dis- 
turbances of the troops and of disor- 
derly conduct were numerous. Saloon 
keepers reported that crowds of sol- 
diers thronged their places of busi- 
ness. 

For a time a general fight between 
the troops and the police seemed prob- 
able. A soldier fell down and suffered 
a broken kneecap and while he was be- 
ing carried to the train a report was 
circulated among the soldiers that the 
man had been shot by a policeman. 

There were threats to ‘‘clean out the 
entire force."”"
